AN ACT Relating to collective bargaining for certain enpl oyees of
institutions of higher education and rel ated boards; and amendi ng RCW
41. 80. 005.

BE | T ENACTED BY THE LEG SLATURE OF THE STATE OF WASHI NGTON:

Sec. 1. RCW 41.80.005 and 2002 c 354 s 321 are each anended to
read as foll ows:

Unl ess the context clearly requires otherwi se, the definitions in
this section apply throughout this chapter.

(1) "Agency" neans any agency as defined in RCW 41.06.020 and
covered by chapter 41.06 RCW

(2) "Collective bargaining" neans the performance of the nutua
obligation of the representatives of the enployer and the exclusive
bargai ning representative to neet at reasonable tines and to bargain in
good faith in an effort to reach agreenent with respect to the subjects
of bargai ning specified under RCW41.80.020. The obligation to bargain
does not conpel either party to agree to a proposal or to neke a
concessi on, except as otherw se provided in this chapter.

(3) "Conm ssion" neans the public enploynent relations comm ssion.
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(4) "Confidential enployee" neans an enpl oyee who, in the regular
course of his or her duties, assists in a confidential capacity persons
who formulate, determne, and effectuate nmanagenent policies wth
regard to | abor relations or who, in the regular course of his or her
duties, has authorized access to information relating to the
effectuation or review of the enployer's collective bargaining
policies, or who assists or aids a manager. "Confidential enployee"
al so includes enployees who assist assistant attorneys general who
advi se and represent managers or confidential enployees in personnel or
| abor relations matters, or who advise or represent the state in tort
actions.

(5) "Director” neans the director of the public enploynent
rel ati ons comm ssion.

(6) (a) For agencies other than institutions of higher education and

related boards, "enployee" neans any enployee, including enployees
whose work has ceased in connection with the pursuit of |awful
activities protected by this chapter, covered by chapter 41.06 RCW
except:

((&)y)) (i) Enpl oyees covered for collective bargai ning by chapter
41. 56 RCW

((eb)y)) (ii) Confidential enployees;
((€e))) (iii) Menbers of the Washi ngton nmanagenent service;

(())) (iv) Internal auditors in any agency; or

((€e))) (v) Any enpl oyee of the conm ssion, the office of financial
managenent, or the departnent of personnel.

(b) For institutions of higher education and related boards,
"enpl oyee" neans any enployee, including enployees whose work has
ceased in connection wth the pursuit of lawful activities protected by

this chapter, except:
(i) Enpl oyees covered for collective bargai ning by chapters 28B. 52,

41.56, and 41.76 RCW

(ii) Confidential enployees; or

(iii) Menbers of the governing board of each institution of higher
education and related boards, all presidents, and vice-presidents;
deans, directors, and chairs; and executive heads of maj or
adm ni strative or academ c divi Si ons.

(7) "Enployee organization" means any organization, union, or
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association in which enployees participate and that exists for the
purpose, in whole or in part, of collective bargaining with enpl oyers.

(8) "Enployer" nmeans the state of Washi ngton.

(9) "Exclusive bargaining representative"” neans any enployee
organi zation that has been certified under this chapter as the
representative of the enployees in an appropriate bargaining unit.

(10) "Institutions of higher education”" neans the University of
Washi ngt on, Washi ngton State University, Central Washington University,
Eastern Washington University, Wstern Wshington University, The
Evergreen State Coll ege, and the various state community coll eges.

(11) "Labor dispute” neans any controversy concerning terns,
tenure, or conditions of enploynent, or concerning the association or
representation of persons in negotiating, fixing, mai nt ai ni ng,
changi ng, or seeking to arrange terns or conditions of enploynent with
respect to the subjects of bargaining provided in this chapter,
regardl ess of whether the disputants stand in the proxinmate rel ation of
enpl oyer and enpl oyee.

(12) "Manager" mneans "nmanager"” as defined in RCW41. 06. 022.

(13) "Supervisor" neans an enployee who has authority, in the
interest of the enployer, to hire, transfer, suspend, lay off, recall,
pronote, discharge, direct, reward, or discipline enployees, or to
adj ust enpl oyee grievances, or effectively to recommend such action, if
the exercise of the authority is not of a nmerely routine nature but
requires the consistent exercise of individual judgnent. However, no
enpl oyee who is a nenber of the Washi ngton managenent service may be
included in a collective bargaining unit established under this
section.

(14) "Unfair |abor practice" neans any unfair |abor practice |listed
in RCW41. 80. 110.
